At this stage the birth of a daughter to Mr. and Mrs. Learmont during the 
first term must be mentioned. Our congratulations to them both. 


In the second term, Mrs. Fisher’s time-table was taken over by Mr. Hutton 
who also acted in her place as Head of the English Department. Mrs. Bardwell, 
from Mount Pleasant and recently married (our good wishes to her) took over Mr. 
Hutton’s classes. Mr. Stiglich from Cranborne (previously Canada) was welcomed 
to the Maths Department and Mr. Bery-Cooke from New Zealand filled another 
vacancy in the Science Department. Their arrivals have added an international 
lustre to the staffroom. At the end of the term we were sorry to lose both Mrs. Mills 
and Mr. Hutton who in short stays with us had made significant contributions in 
their various fields.

Athletics

_ The project of amplifier design and construction proved to be an overall success 
in which the majority of the Upper 6th were able to construct successfully a 
power-pack of output 250 Volts and 150 mAmps with a ripple factor of about .004. 


The four stage valve amplifier incorporating decoupling, volume control and 
considerable feedback had an output of 7 to 8 watts. Attwell and Graham were 
perhaps the most successful (by this we mean they had the units with the least dis- 
tortion) as they even incorporated tone control. 


Some members successfully produced Lumino-phonic units, using red, green 
and blue light to produce a psychedelic light effect. Attempts to construct a tuning 
device for car ignition systems were relatively successful. 


Lower 6th members have primarily covered basic principles of transistor circuits 
but, up to now, have proved to be rather heavy-handed and unable to appreciate the 
smallness of things. They will make a start on their power-pack design and construc- 
tion towards the end of the third term. 


For next year, we hope that, in addition to the construction of a valve amplifier, 
we can build an analog computer, a portable, transistorized public address system, 
and also conduct some experiments in underwater transmission. 


Careers 


It is pleasing to know that most, if not all, of our school leavers this year go out 
into the world with their eyes open. No matter whether they aim at a university 
qualification, at teacher training, at a technical career or an apprenticeship, they 
must all realise that their studies are only beginning. The employer today looks for 
the young man with energy and drive, and with interest enough to continue his studies 
for the benefit of himself and his employers. Ambition requires effort, and you 
school leavers are reminded that effort comprises determination, perspiration and 
(sometimes) desperation! 


In 1971, we were again able to complete the aptitude testing of the fourth forms 
in one school morning, thus saving much time on the part of both the schoolboys 
and myself. Indeed, tests outside school time would have been difficult to administer 
owing to the shortage of test booklets. 


The Careers section of the library grows steadily, with a number of pamphlets 
and booklets coming in. I hope to have the Careers Room in good order shortly, 
usable as a meeting place where tests, reference sheets and careers may be discussed. 
Should you have already made your decision on a career, let us confirm that you have 
the right choice for yourself. Careers testing and direction plays an increasingly. 
important part in the school of today, but is a time-consuming matter. We hope 
that more time will be available in the future.

Library, I97I 


It is pleasing to be able to report on several changes of significance in the Library 
this year. We have reaped the benefits of last year’s recognition by the Ministry of 
Education of the need for part time Librarians in the larger Schools. Mrs. Collier 
subsequently joined us as assistant Librarian and the refinement of organisation that 
has followed has shown several pleasing results. The system of exchanging and 
borrowing books now runs smoothly, book losses have been reduced to the minimum 
(four for the entire year) and, most important, the proportion of pupils using and 
interested in the Library has increased markedly. Perhaps for the first time it has 
been possible to feel that the Library is making a definite contribution to the educa- 
tional needs of the great majority of our pupils. 


Before the year opened, Mrs. Collier completed the organisation of a new system 
of classification for the fiction section. This gives quick and easy guidance to junior, 
senior and sixth form readers and has been so successful that it is hoped to adapt it 
within the Dewey Decimal System for the reference section as well. 


A Suggestions Book has been much used by the boys and has given us a clearer 
idea of the tastes of the pupils themselves. We have tried as far as finance permits to 
accommodate these suggestions in our purchasing. A shortage of finance in a period 
of rising prices must be still the main problem of any Rhodesian School Library 
though Allan Wilson has been fortunate this year in that a State Lotteries’ grant 
augmented our usual grants. This enabled us to pursue a more adventurous policy 
for a time during which we tried to balance contemporary fiction, reference books 
applicable to school subjects and the kind of general book that would have a broad 
appeal. 


We have been fortunate again this year in the donations of parents and friends. 
Each has been personally thanked by letter but a few must be mentioned here. The 
State Lotteries’ grant, already mentioned, was put to valuable use. Rev. John Cowie, 
the School’s first Headmaster, gave us a wide variety of useful books and interesting 
magazines from his personal library. Mr. Cooper, whose interest in the Library is 
also always appreciated, gave several volumes which are already drawing the attention 
of readers. Mrs. Driver-Jowitt presented a history of medicine in memory of Mr. 
Coburn. 


The School thanks all our donors for their gifts. It also thanks Mrs. Collier, Mrs. 
Yeo, Warren, Powell, Smythe and Kukard for their enthusiastic service through the 
year. Both donors and Librarians have helped to make the year what it has been: 
one of marked progress for the Library. 


Maymount Drama Festival 


For the second time in succession, we went down to Umtali to represent the 
school in the Marymount Drama Festival. This festival takes the form of a series of 
ten-minute plays, each performed by two participants from a secondary school. 
Owing to a drop in the number of entries, the organisers were able to stage the com- 
petition on one night as opposed to two last year.

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found the standard of acting to be higher than that of last year. Once all the plays 
had been performed, the adjudicators gave a useful criticism of each play, and finally 
announced the results of the competition. St. George’s were the deserving winners, 
followed by Nagle House, and then ourselves in a tie with Churchill.

The Rhodesian Schools’ Exploration Society 


GONA-RE-ZHOU EXPEDITION (August/September, 1971). 


The society usually has some sort of an expedition each year. This year they 
decided to have a reconnaissance trip to the Sabi-Lundi confluence. The party 
consisted of five adults, Mr. Eccles, Mr. Menage, Mr. Suttle, Mr. De Bruijn (Head- 
master of Churchill School) and Mr. Siemers (Chairman of R.S.E.S.), ten previous 
exploration members and twenty-one new members. We travelled down in a 5-ton 
lorry and three Landrovers, taking two easy days to do the journey from Salisbury 
to the confluence, spending five days there and two days on the return trip. 
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Sunday, 29th August 


The convoy pulled out of Murray McDougal Junior School grounds at about 
7.30 a.m. and turned towards the east. We in the Land-Rovers waited at the Chiredzi 
turn-off for the lorry which had gone to get the dry-ice we required. During the wait, 
eure! and I helped Simon Holland collect some termites for his termite survey 
f°) odesia. 


From now on the road was dirt and we bumped and jolted to Chipinda Pools 
where we picked up our native guide. We had thought the road bad up to then but 
it was an excellent road compared to that which followed. The track, as it can only 
be called, worked its way first north-east, then south following the Sabi river into 
the Gona-Re-Zhou game park. 


_ One of my first impressions of the park was of extensive areas of broken trees. 
Mile after mile of trees was flattened except for the occasional one, but even these 
were scarred and stripped of bark. This destruction is caused by elephant. 


By this time, we were nearing the camp site which had been previously selected 
for us. Two huge green trees stood about twenty yards apart overlooking the reed 
and sand fringed pool on the north bank of the Lundi river. A quarter of a mile 
away to the east it joins the Sabi. We arrived at the camp site for a late lunch and soon 
had a fire going, the logs for the “‘sitting room” in place and grass cut and tarpaulins 
laid out for the sleeping area. The rest of the day was spent getting ourselves settled in. 


Monday, 30th 


__ The morning was spent finishing off the things needed at camp, exploring the 
ie terrain or just lazing about. This was my cook-duty day along with four 
others. 


The non-cooks split into two parties, one going to Murumbini mission and the 
others to the so-called “harbour” then meeting back at the border post. 


Tuesday, 31st 


After breakfast we were issued with lunch: 1 six inch piece of biltong, three 
sweets and two oranges. Then one party set out to Chitove Falls, twelve miles up- 
stream on the Lundi river, in the Land Rovers, the others to the falls on foot to bring 
the vehicles back while the original passengers walked back. I was with the first 
party, and not long after leaving the Land Rovers and setting off for camp along 
the south bank we saw a herd of about ten elephant quietly standing under some 
shady trees, just in front and to the right of us. 


We had been told that in the event of an elephant charge, we weren’t all to 
run in the same direction because then the elephant would be able to get more than 
one of us, and not to try to all climb the same tree, as someone would surely not 
make it to the top in time. Some of the keen photographers wanted close-up shots 
of the herd. Weren’t we close enough then? Apparently not, so off we set to move in 
closer. We were urged on by the photographers until we were so close that if the 
tuskers did charge, I feared it would be useless to run. 


Later we were told that we probably weren’t close enough for the elephant to 
see us. 


In the evening we had an enjoyable “‘night-time howl’ performed by thirty-five 
off-key singers, accompanied by an on-key piano accordian played by Mr. Eccles. 


Wednesday, Ist September 


This was a free day; that is, we could do what we wanted. A small party of us 
went across to the mission in the morning. This mission was razed to the ground 
when the area became a game-park and so the Africans in that district were evacuated. 
It used to stand on an escarpment and face north across the dry, flat, Lowveld. 
One can see for miles but it is very hard to distinguish any features because of the 
extreme flatness of the land.

Real opportunities are waiting for you, 
and you could be the man we need. 
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Every evening, we all went for a bathe in the pool in front of the camp which 
seemed to disturb the nine hippo that lived in it. There were reports of two croco- 
diles in it as well, but we were not bothered by their presence, except for one occasion. 
A few of us were about to leave the beach after the main party had left when we 
noticed two sets of clothes piled at the water’s edge. We were at a loss to know what 
to do and so sat down to wait Fortunately, the owners soon materialized from the 
surrounding reeds, after trying unsuccessfully to catch some ducklings. 


Thursday, 2nd 


Again we split into two groups, one going to the Chilojo or Clarendon Cliffs, 
while the others went up the Sabi to the Chibiribira Falls. These falls are quite 
fascinating in that, when one is standing on the river bed looking towards the gorge, 
all one sees is a jumble of rocks rising from the river to the sky line. It was so vast it 
made me feel humble. As we climbed and scrambled over the water smoothed 
rocks, we would come across beautifully clean, deep green pools and white sandy 
coves. It was at one of these coves, we decided to spend the thoroughly enjoyable 
day. Along the cliffs at the base of the gorge there are said to be metal rings, used 
by ancient peoples to moor their ships, but we had no knowledge of their exact 
whereabouts so it would have been time-consuming to look for them. 


That night, there were a number of requests for the suntan lotion for the burnt 
arms and backs. 


Friday, 3rd 


On our last day, we were free to do as we pleased. Ian and I went off to do some 
collecting; he to collect spiders and I to find some pot sherds. I found quite a few 
pieces of pottery but none of it was more than a century old; speaking in archaeo- 
logical terms, that is very modern. Ian was not so fortunate with his “‘creepy crawlers’’. 

That evening we had a talk by Mr. Mackee, a game ranger from Chipinda Pools. 
He amused us with tales of his bush experiences and with interesting information on 
the area. 

That night, I went to bed making up my mind that some day I would return to 
that natural, unspoilt land of Gona-Re-Zhou. 


Saturday, 4th 

After breakfast everyone hurried about, dismantling camp and packing things 
away for the return journey. 

At 9.00 a.m. the convoy slowly wound its way along the now well-worn track 
from camp for the last time. I looked back over the past week and felt privileged to 
have spent the time in a glorious natural setting.

This was not a very successful season from the results point of view, but, with 
regard to experience, it was a vital year. School first teams do well in cycles, usually, 
and following the spectacular success of the 1969 team, we are still in the “‘gathering”’ 
stage of a new cycle. 


Generally, our batting lacked depth, although on occasion there was sting in 
the A.W. tail. A serious setback was a lack of confidence in some of our players. 
However, when various players settled down to some determined work, some credit- 
able performances were returned. Our 220 for 8 against Morgan and 191 against 
Chaplin demonstrated this. But 22 against St. George’s, and 39 against Churchill 
show how, at times, we were not prepared to get down to some hard work. Prince 
Edward, Churchill, Umtali and St. George’s all proved too strong for us, but we 
had some good wins against Cranborne, Jameson, Morgan and Oriel. Wootton 
and Kavanagh (and Smith in the first term) showed promise as opening batsmen. 
They were supported by Coetzee (in the first term), Blake, Mortimer and Bone, 
who were forceful top-order batsmen. Ferreira, Will and MacDonald made useful 
contributions to the scores. 


The most exciting game of the season was against Oriel in the third term. Oriel 
made 149 before lunch and we had 135 for 7 when rain started to fall. Both sides 
stood to win, so play continued. In the driving rain, we lost two more wickets and 
added 7 runs. Bowyer and Bone, grim-faced and very wet, were at the crease. In 
what surely would have been the last over anyway, Bone steered the ball high over 
slips to gain his 50 and win the match for us. 


The A.W. attack lacked consistency—it is not only the batsman who has to 
“graft” for success. ‘““Concentration” and “application” are important words to a 
bowler. Too often was an excellent ball followed by one pitched short, and hit to 
the boundary, followed by some disgruntled fielder. In the first term, the attack 
was opened by Coetzee and Bone; Will came in for Coetzee in the third term. Bone 
was very accurate, taking 50 wickets during the year. Coetzee was less accurate, but 
dangerous and more hostile, and was unlucky to get no more than 19 wickets. Will, 
Bowyer and Ferreira added to our complement of pace bowlers, whilst Blake and 
MacDonald were our spinners. 


Despite occasional lapses, our fielding was good. Wicket-keeper Wootton, Blake, 
Kavanagh, Mortimer and Bone are all worthy of mention. Too often is fielding 
ignored, however, and we must remember that the 50 runs you struggled for can be 
given to the opposition through your own bad fielding, that a good bowler is nothing 
without a good fielding side to back him up. 


Our thanks to Robertson for faithful service as scorer, and to those who have 
kept the scoreboard working throughout the year. Finally, our thanks to Mr. White 
for all the work he has put in. We hope that he enjoys his trip overseas next year.

We don’t have a cellar at home, but I'll never forget the cellar I explored in 
France.

I don’t know when those poor soldiers 
had gone down into the cellar, before or after the bomb dropped. But they weren’t 
destroyed by the bomb. 

The place was near Dunkirk. In their drunkenness they’d been left behind. 
Probably a German soldier had gone down to see what the noise was. I know what 
he saw. The rows of bottles have not been touched since; nor had the bodies. The 
flesh had long ago rotted away; just skeletons. 

In the corner where the men had had their last drink, bullet holes lined the wall. 
That German had killed the men while they sang and laughed, but no one had buried 
the bodies. 

I was not scared to enter the cellar. I knew what dead bodies looked like. I 
knew what skeletons looked like. I wonder how many people have seen the bones 
of men lying over the guns they had fired. Not many. 

I walked between the shelves. Many bottles were shattered by bullets. Glass 
lay on the shelves covered by dust. The glass was brown, even when I wiped the dust 
off. 

Here was a 1930 bottle; here a 1933 vintage; another bottle, I’d seen at home 
in Rhodesia. There were few spider webs, which surprised me. I could not define 
that smell. I didn’t know what it was. It must have been the rotting wine; a poison 
now, to the man who’d drink it; the smell might have been the skeletons. 

I never went back to that place. I sent men to bury the skeletons and destroy 
the cellar. Later I was told that necklaces and bracelets that had hung on the bones, 
had closed a few more cases at the war-time missing persons bureau.

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Night in Africa 


The warm wind blew softly across the hot plains of Serengeti, whilst the long 
shadows of sparse trees danced lazily upon the dry ground. The tall brown grass 
: swayed and undulated like a living sea, and from its midst rose the majestic Mount 
Kilamanjaro like an immense island sheathed at the top in silky white clouds. It 
was indeed a beautiful and awe-inspiring sight, and I could not have wished for a 
better introduction to Kenya. As I stood in that small clearing on the Eastern side of 
the plain, I knew that this would be an experience which I would never forget. 


We marched across the sun-baked plain and reached our camping site on the 
other side at four o’clock. It took us over an hour to unload the camera equipment 
and organise everything and after all the work had been completed, I sat back against 
the trunk of a tree and relaxed, taking in the wonderful scene before me. 


The wind had died down and an aura of peace and solitude pervaded the air. 
The sun was transformed into a vivid orange ball of fire which flooded the country- 
side with golden yellow light as it slowly sank behind the distant horizon. The sounds 
of a hundred different birds echoed in my ears whilst a spearhead of wildebeest 
moved slowly across the plain down towards the drinking hole, leaving behind 
them a cloud cf dust which hung motionless in the calm atmosphere. 

Slowly, the darkness crept across the land until all but the deepest shadows 
had disappeared. Silence reigned everywhere, and it was broken only by the crackle 
of the camp fire and the hushed voices of our porters. A feeling of peace and serenity 
had possessed us, and suddenly all our worries and troubles seemed far away. 


We had been sitting around the fire in absolute silence for about an hour when 
a deafening roar vibrated across the plain and echoed in the distance. I jumped 
from my seat and grabbed the nearest weapon, expecting to be attacked by some 
wild animal. Instead the night air was transformed into a cacophony of sound as if 
that first roar had been but a signal. An owl hooted softly in a nearby tree. Every 
now and then the laugh of a hyena would chill my blood, and the grunts of the various 
night animals was interrupted by the growls of the big cats.

The squeal of a frightened animal 
would start off a whole new chorus of sound, whilst lions constantly issued their 
challenging roars. There was something primaeval about the whole scene, Nature 
as she really is. I sat watching for many hours, until finally I dozed off, happy in 
the knowledge that this was not to be my only night in Africa.
